Thf vut number and th« complex- 
\tj of humankind baa led raanr 
thlnkrri to the popular mulm "that 
no man IIvm to hImMlf alone." and 
thli has bMn so often interpreted In 
a s»nM tbtt whatever one man maj 
do will Influence or Interfere with 
the action* of others. Thla la aa 
true to-day as In preblatorle tlmei. 
Aa a general rule, roan Is neeeatarllr 
(00 much conrprii'd «UI) his own 
affairs to consider tho actions of 
nthors. Rxct-ptlnos usually denote a 
lack of occupation, or In a very few 
/caaea a desire to better conditions 
for some class or body. . 

But at the same time one ezerU 
an ever-lnrr««ai>ln)c unlt-forrp in thr 
ureal play of world forces, which Is 
aji real as the forces In physical 
equilibrium, and as diversified M 
the number^ of humans. This applies 
also tn aggregations nf bura&n units 
Into households, tribes, rlasftes, or- 
aanlsatlont and nattona. These must 
be ronsldpred as combinations of 
more or less similarly directed forces, 
poatessing a definite reaulUnt, At 
the present moment various factors 
InrliidliiK th*> nrf»at War, hav^ fend- 
ed to upfct th* otherwlBo natural 
efiuillbrliim of these unit forces. 

It Is almost an axiom that man 
haa primarily the right to pursue 
wealth, health and happiness in any 
form. These are bis natural and in- 
herltrd rights, and can only be re- 
stricted as they Interfere with the 
simitar purautta of other men. Thl^ 
reairlctlon serves only one purpoae, 
I.e., the avoidance of destnietlve and 
unnlseasary conflict. From time Im- 
memorial man has enjoyed the right 
to partake of, take poBs«sslon of, or 
accumulate whatever was within his 
power. Only another individual of 
equal or greater power, could prevent 
wWfrom attaining his objective. At 
this hiagei right was «xpre^^ed oh- 
(ert vely by might or. intellects Then 
man found that union of forcea in- 
creased the range of poMibllltiea, 
and this in turn met with ever In- 
creasing attempts «t anionlxed force. 
It should he noted tiat It was not 
neppi^ary for any number to sec or 
I'olleve alike or to have any Hke 
fentlmentB- -simply a common deatrn 
of' poBsesalon of wealth, health or 
happiness. This banding-together 
then reached the magnitude of tribes 



or lo«p by his stand. The sajpo ^p- 
pll«s to heaUh and happiness. A 
man mar meet many who are willing 
to alda-track their daima to haaith 
for «entimental reaaonf . ,ir«t h« ha^ 
the absolute right to complete health. 
If one unit considéra that tho prin- 
ciples of Chrlktlanlty or any other 
cr<>ed must have a plac« In his life, 
well and good; but it need bavn iv 
place In tha Uvea of any other unlu 

Now with regard to the disturb- 
ances «hteh havi) arlacn at the pres- 
ent time frbm these widespread 
sentlmontal and International ron- 
(llct.i, osp<>cla]ly the Ur«ul War. It 
Is «Mentlally an upset of the equi- 
librium ut forces, and the aolution 
lioa In the restoration of this balance, 
and not in the adoption of any crited 
of living or of thinking which shall 
govern or restrict the activities of 
tbe units. It must be as futile to 
offer such' a creed to a world already 
suffering from too many creeds, aa It 
would be to throw a Bible to a 
drowning man. 

Along these lines some have pro- 
posed the adoption of a spirit of 
brotherhood as a solution to such 
problems as those of labor and cap- 
ital. It ia maintained by many that 
capiul with Itfl many so-ealled ad- 
vantages and blessings should let 
labor partake' of some of these In a 
gratuitous attitude — a purely senti- 
mental phenomenon which reminds 
on« of the days when the Roman 
pdpuiaoe throng^ the atepa of the 
nobility to receive of his gracious 
lK)uniy. The attitude of vast num- 
bers^ of labor t(*day 1r precisely of 
thla spoon-fed nature. For example, 
when a' labdrcommuter fjeela that tho 
railway facilities from home to work- 
shop are dejplorèhle. as they often 
are. what shotTld he do? Should he 
combine his efforts with others of 
like opinion, as does the capitalist, 
and thus be able to get expert en- 
gineering advice and the where- 
withal to rectify the condition by 
the coniitnictlon of an opposing 
electric tramline or other method; 
pr-ah9ul() he Instead put out a grimy 
paw. for 'help through a labor preas 
anjd denounce the railway owners In 
general aa a money-grabbing, blood- 
sucking trust, or some othei' such 
pet phrase. 

We would not say that the prob- 
lem is exclusively economic, any 
more than It is hygenic or phyehical 
or Boelal, since other thine* besides 
the pursuit of wealth ar« Involved. 
But since the greatest phenomena of 
the universe, I.e., those which con- 
cern the most human units, are those 
of induatry, the economical factor 
neoessarily predomlnatea. (Much 
as one must define &nd treat Inflam- 
mation according to its chief or taioet 
evident symptom.) 

Hence also a league of national or 
International politicians, or a body of 
aoeiilMa or legal expets, fail to get 
at tho urgent need. It would appear 
that almost essential and' primary 
step towards the righting of '{hê 
present upset and unrest, aa ex- 
pressed by Labor va Capital, great 
nation vs. small nation, productiou 
vs. consumption, free trade vs. pro- 
tection, etc., rests In a league or

POPULAR COURSE 
ON JDURNALISM 

Sketch Of Specialized Reor 
torial Work Given. 



The tblrd of the series of Exten- 
sion Lectures on "Journalism," by 
Mr. A. S. Archibald, Associate Editor 
of the Montreal Star, was given In 
the Arts Building yesterday after- 
oon. 

'Mr. Archlbal,d dealt for the most 
part with the .classification and 
lutles of the special- service reporter. 
The qualifications for a sporting or 
financial reporter were outlined In 
detail by the lecturer. He cmphasliod 
the fact that modem newspapers 
insist now that the reporters in these 
various deparimoots should be to a 
large extent specialists In à particu- 
lar branch of the subject, and not 
only In the subject Its-ilf The re- 
porters on the sporting staff of a 
large daily paper confine themselves 
exclusively to some particular section 
of sport or athletics, while in the 
same way the flnaâ^lal manjniiat^be 
"persona grata" vS^th the.' world of 
the Stock Exchange. 

After referring In a general man- 
ner to the .organization of the liter- 
ary and^dramatic^ departments of a 
modern . newspaper, the lecturer 
passed on to discuss the history and 
recent development .of the Social de- 



partment. Almost without exception 
thla work Is In the hands of women. 
Whose task Is one requiring a degree 
of tact and savoir-faire far above the 
average. 

In concluding, Mr. Archibald ex- 
plained that the newspaper' writer 
must always bear In mind the fact 
that he should write for the public 
aa a whole rather than for any one 
section of It. This must always be 
taken into consideration when decid- 
ing whether any occurrence Is 
"news" or not. To he "live," a news 
Item should also be fresh, and as far 
as possible local In its occurrence. 
Some examples of the "human-In- 
terest" story were then cited. 

The course on practical Journalism 
appears to be a very popular one. 
Judging from the ever-Increasing 
attendance. The lecturer speaks 
from experience and presents his 
material In an unusually Interesting 
manner.
